Sountry:. Tt is a complete reversal of the 
“truth, In this view a great standing 
army supported in idleness and readiness 
‘for action at a moment's notice and a 
costly mavy are blessings instead of 
curses, It. overlooks altogether -the tri- 
*umph ‘of force in government which these 
fighting establishments signify and the 
* cruel necessity of draining the country 
to supply the force which underlies them. 

The highest encomium that can be paid 
the United States is that their 70,000,000 
of people have an army of only 20,684 
men and a few warships for police duty. 
Last year this little army had nothing, 
to do.

It does not explain how a gas meter 
can turn an additional hour or two of 
darkness into a quadrupled gas bill, nor 
does it improve the quality of gas which 
is so bad that twbd jets are needed to do 
the work of one. j 

It is part of Supervisor O'Reilly's duty, 
or at least the function of his depart- 
ment, to see that the gas is of standard 
quality and that the meters are honest. 
He should confine himself to the point. 
It is not any part of his business to r@con- 
cile the people to dishonest meters, bad 
gas and robber bills. ; 

The ordinances. to pretect the people 
from the robbery’of the Gas Trust must 
be enforced. No explanations will cover 
the failure to enforce them.

Already over-crowded, the Poorhouse has 
been packed and jammed within the last 
few days until the Health Commissionér 
has been forced to issue‘a notice that no 
more male paupers can be admitted to 
the institution.
